Residents of town will greet the new year with a 
hope for a better way of living, due mainly to the pos- 
sibility of water works being installed this summer, and 
the more distant hope that gas will replace coal and 
wood as fuel. However, as pointed out previously, we 
must not falter in our steps.

Many of our readers will have noticed reports in 
this newspaper regarding the presentation of a brief to 
the Alberta Gas Commission, urging the government to 
give first consideration to the needs of Alberta citizens 
before allowing natural gas to be exported from the 
province. 

This is not a selfish attitude. No doubt most Alber- 
tans are willing to share our natural gas with others, 
but it is 4rmly believed that local residents should have 
first access to this desirable product. 

It appears that Alberta may have almost unlimited 
quantities of natural gas when our resources are fully 
developed. We do know that these reserves are suffi- 


cient to supply every city, town and village in Alberta, 


with natural gas and the huge sum proposed to build 
a pipe line to the Pacific Coast and Western States will 
go a long way towards the installation of gas service 
into every community in the province. 

We urge our provincial government to give every 
consideration to the present and future needs of Alberta 
citizens before allowing natural gas to be exported from 
‘he province. 

Should our private utility companies desire to ex- 
pand we would urge them to commence in Alberta by 
obtaining a franchise in as many communities as pos- 
sible and then follow up the plan by laying a pipeline 
connecting these communities. When this is done there 
‘s no doubt that the public in general would be favor- 
able to exporting our natural gas so that others may 
benefit from its many advantages.
